EVOLUTION 


OF 


THE HAT. 


TRACED TO THE HUT. 


HOSE who have written upon dress from 
:¥ an artistic point of view have recognised 
that c.stume and architecture are 
afiected by the same influences. Mr. Webb, 
in his book on the evolution of dress, shows 
that when we come to the hat, we find that 
its name is connected with that of a building 
of a primitive character—namely, a hut. 

Mr. Allan Poe Newcombe, an architect, 

ime years ago pointed out the curious re- 
ener Én which has existed, and is still to 
be found, in many countries between head- 
gear and habitations or other buildings. The 
turbans of Eastern Church dignitaries, for 
instance, are stil] of the same shape as those 
worn by high priests among the Jews, and 
are remarkably like the characteristic dome 
which surmounts a mosque. 

Mr. Webb goes on to explain that when 
we turn to European history we find that the 
high pointed spires of Gothic charches were 
co-temporaneous with the high horn-like head- 
dress known as the hennin. It is claimed, 
moreover, that like results will be found 
after a comparison of other styles of architec- 
tnre with the costume of the period in which 
they flourishe 


Bands. 


Coming to hats as we have them at the 
present day, we find several remarkabie 
vestiges for our consideration. First of 
au there is the hat-band ontside, which 
soinetinres end in two tails or streamers 
that hang from the back of the hat. From 
the bow usually present, it is evident that 
the hat-band was tied, and the streamers 
represent the loose ends. As a matter of 
fact, primitively, a head-dress was made from 
& piece of cloth, round which a fillet was tied 
so that it fitted the head. : 

The Lenglen band which has become so 
popular lately is only an adaptation of the 
twist of camel’s hair that the Arab binds 
round his kefiyeh (head-dress). 

The child's sailor hat and the Scotch cap 
are among the modern head-coverings whieh 
tetain the strings, and these vestiges are 
found in the mitres of bishops. 

An interesting suggestion as to the origin 
of the elit in the top of the mitre may be 


méntioned here. Head-dresses were used in 
very early times, which were in the form of a 
fish’s head, and it has been thought that the 
slit in the mitre, so distinctly shown in chess- 
men, represents the fish a mouth. 


In a hunting hat the lacing is continuous: 


round the hat, and the lining can be made to 
fit the wearer. It helps to form a buffer 
should the hunteman unfortunately fall on his 
head, and it is claimed that many have been 
saved by this sma!) detai! 

It may be gathered from the description 
that, at times when hats conid not easily be 
ot to fit their wearers, the lacing inside would 
e most useful, as it ensured that the size 


could be adjusted. 
Plumes. 


The wearing of plumes on the left side of 
some cavalry regiments’ hats owes its origin 
to the days when a bunch of feathers on the 
right might have interfered with sword play. 

The cocked hat should also claim our atten. 
tion, and it gives us another instance of tem- 
porary alterations which have ultimately be- 
come permanent. The strings which connect 
the brim of a bishop's tall het to the crown 
are evidently connec cted with this practice.

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A STRANGE MARRIAGE. 


ITUSBAND LEAVES WIFE 
AFTER CEREMONY, 

In the Probate and Matrimonial Division 
yesterday, before Mr, Justice Dodd, the 
matrimonia] case of Minchin v. Minchin, an 
undefended action, brought on petition by 
the wife for the restitution of 'conjugal rights, 
was heard. ‘The petitioner was Mrs: Ida 
Betty Minchin, and the respondent, her hus- 
band,“Mr. Frederick Frank Minchin. 
Mr. Serjeant Hanna and Mr. P. O'C. 
White (instructed by Messrs. Casey, Clay and 
Collins) appeared for the petitioner; and 
there was no appearance on behalf of the ie- 
spondent, who, it’ was stated, is at present 
in India. 
Mr. Serjeant Hanna, in opening the peti- 
tioner’s case, stated that the petitioner, whose 
maiden name was Miss Ida Selby Loundes, 
was married to the respondent, Mr. Frederick 
Frank Minchin, on the Ist October, 1920, at 
the registry office in the district of St. 
Martin, London. The respondent left her on 
the day of the marriage and had not since 
returned to her. The pe...ioner had not 
accordingly lived or cohabited with her hus- 
band, and thers had been no issue of the 
marriage. 
The petitioner was now residing at Mursley 
Grange, Winslow, Buckinghamshire, Eng- 
land, and at the date of the merriage was 
domiciled in Southern Ireland. The only 
address of the respondent known to the peti- 
tioner was “ Care of E. D. Sassoon and Co., 
4 Mission row, Calcutta, India.” The re- 
spondent was a retired Colonel in His 
Majesty’s Army and a merchant; and at the 
date of the marriage he was also domiciled in 
Southern Ireland. 
In the course of the case it was stated that 
the respondent’s parents were’ Irish, and 
lived at Borrisokane, Tinperary, a . that the 
respondent was an Irishman, and always so 
described himself. 
From the correspondence, which was re- 
ferred to, it appeared that, im reply to a 
letter from the petitioner, statin that she 
was prepared to go out to him in India as 
soon as he let her know that he would give 
her a home, the respondent wrote to her 
from Calcutta, on 17th November, 1921, stat- 
ing that he was not in a position to maintain 
her, and that their marriage was a rash act. 
for the consequences of. which he was alone 
responsible. He had no intention, he added, 
of ever living with her, and should probably 
stay in India for at least another five or six 
years before roing home. 
Mrs. Minchin, the petitioner, having given 
in support of her petition, 
Mr. Justice Dodd said that 
doubt that he had jurisdiction t» deal with 
the matter, and he mad: a decree for restitu- 
tion of conjugal rights, with costs against 
the respondent. He allowed the respondent 
50 days to comply with the order of the 
Court, directing that on his return to Enge- 
land or “Ireland he should comply with the 
decree within 14 days after his arrival, 
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WIFE’S PETITION FAILS.

The. witness understood from 
his son that they had been married about tw 
rears. Later. they. stayed at the witness's 
má and occupied the same bedroom. 

ln cross-@xamination, the witness admitted 
that he had fallen out with his son. “Í am 
ashamed to own him as a son,” he said. ' He 
has been a villain. That's him there (point- 
ing to his son), and he will come to no good 
at the finish.”’ 

William H. Sionett, of Surbiton, the co- 
respondent, denied that he ever committed 
adultery with Mrs. Wooff, or that he intro- 
duced her to his father as his wife. 

Giving judgment, Mr. Justice Horridge 
said that he almost wished that he had not 
been driven to the conclusion that he could 
not accept the evidence of the petitioner. 
He could not help being sorry for a girl of 
her age, crippled as she was. He had come 
to the conclusion that her evidence could 
not be believed, and he did not think that 
there was evidence on which he could find 
that the husband Had been guilty of cruelty 
and adultery. The result was tha. the pett- 
tion of the wife failed. With regard to the 
cross-charge by the husband of adultery be 
tween Mrs- Wooff and the co-respondent, he 
was of opinion that that had been estab- 
lished. 

The wife’s petition was dismissed, and the 
husband was granted a decree nist.

Mr. [homas Johnson drew attention to ihe 
ninth schedule, dealing with the number of 
deputies to represent constituencies, and said 
that he thought that nine-member con- 
stituencies, as in the case of Mayo and 
Galway, were too larzce. He suggested that 
provision might be mace to have them divided 
more convenienily. 

Mr. Blythe replied that the guiding idea in 
bringing in this schedule was. as fer as pos- 
sible, to maxe the constituencies co-terminous 
with adminstrative counties. It was felt 
that, in the case of constituencies so large as 
Cork and Dublin this arrangement could not 
apply. 

Where they had a fairly large constituency 
they got down better to the idea of giving 
comparatively small minorities fair represen- 
tation. If the House conzidered that a nine- 
member constituency was too large he would 
consider revising the schedule for the pur 
pose of re-drafting these constituencies. 

President Cosgrave said that he thonght 
that the point raised was entitled to some 
consideration. The Electoral Bill should 
stand proof against any infirmity. It was the 
first chance they had got of showing “' form ” 
in regard to a maiter of administration that 
would be the foundation of future Parlia- 
ments, and that would be there for a number 
oi years to come. 


COMMITTEE SUGGESTED. 


For that reason they should aim as near to 
perfection as they could, in the Electoral 
Bill. He thought thet, there was no unifor- 
mity in it in regard to the distribution of 
members for constituencies. He suggested 
that there should be a consultation between 
members representative of the different parties 
in the House on the question. 

Mr. Johnson said that it would be well 
if a better arrangement of constituencies could 
be made. His party were prepared to co- 
operate with any members of the House in 
considering whether any such arrangement 
might be made. 
Mr. Blvthe said that there had been much 
condemnation of the existing arrangement, 
whereby parts of two constituencies were 
joined together. He did not know how much 
of that condemnation might be based on senti- 
mental reasons.

Belgrade despatches received here charge 
the Hungarians with actually preparing to 
attack Serbia, and assert that Italy has fur- 
nished Hungary with 160 car loads of muai- 
taons. 

Bucharest, in turn, has addressed a protest 
to the Powers signatory to the Trianon 
Treaty, charging Nanos with the con- 
tinuance of extensive propaganda in Tran- 
sylvania. 

An unconfirmable report is published here 
that. Rumania has mobilised eight classes, five 
of which wil! be sent to the Bessarabia front, 
where there are now twenty regiments facing 
the Bolshevik concentration.

to give £50,000 in 54 per cents for the benefit 
of the University of Wales.” (Cheers.) 

The message, added Sir Vincent, was 
signed by a man who could back up his 
promise without the slightest difficulty—viz., 
Mr. Dan.

INCENDTARISM NEAR 
ENNISCORTHY.

Liscahane, which lies between the Great 
Southern and Western Railway Company s 
Tralee and Ardfert stations, at a distance of 
about three-quarters of a mile from Ardfert, 
was the scene of a railway outrage in which 
on Thursday night a goods train was wrecked, 
the engine driver and fireman being killed. 

The train was on its way from Limerick to 
Tralee, and was due to pass Liscahane et 
about seven o'clock. There is a culvert there, 
at which a linesman stands whose duty is to 
show a green light if all is safe ma fh red 
light if there is danger. A few minutes before 
the train arrived a band of armed men, num- 
bering betwéen twenty and thirty, came an 
took the linesman prisoner, removing him to a 
place whence he could not signal to the train. 
Others of the party tore up several lengths of 
rail upon the right side of the culvert. 

There were no wagons at Ardfert to he 
picked up and the train did not stop. It 
came on towards the culvert at a speed of 
about thirty miles an hour. In addition to the 
engine and guard’s van, it consisted of twenty- 
six wagons. At the broken section of the line 
the engine was derailed. It toppled down a 
steep embankment on the right-hand side of 
the track and carried with it seventeen 


wagons.

guard, on feeling the first 

his brakes, with the result 
that nine of the wagons and his 
own van kept the line and stopped. 
He himself was knocked against the sides 
of the van, and suffered from bruises and 
from sheck. When he had recovered some- 
what from the shock, he hurried out to the 
assistance of the driver and the fireman. 
Creeping down the embankment, he saw the 
wreckage and the engine lying on its side. 
He called the driver's name, but got no 
answer. Crowley, the fireman, was lying 
badly scalded near the engine. On seeing the 
ruard, he said to him, “Save Paddy, save 
Paddy.” Paddy was the driver. Steam 
and boiling water were issuing from the 
engine. The guard pulled the fireman beyond 
their range, and then looked for the driver. 
He saw the poor man’s legs stretched out 
from the footplate, but the remainder of his 
body had been pinned beneath the engine s 
hood. He tried to pull him out, but could 
not move. him, and concluded that he was 
already dead. 

The guard then went towards the miles- 
man’s house. The milesman, who by this had 
been released, was coming to his help, and 
met him on the way. They carried the fire- 
man, Crowley, to the. milesman’s house, sent 
to Tralee for help, and hurried messengers 
to Ardfert for a aa and a priest. Before 
the doctor came, however, the driver was 
bevond all human aid. 

Soldiers from Tralee rought 
ambulance, and with much difficulty 
got the engine driver’s body from 
beneath the engine, and took it and the 
fireman to Tralee Infirmary. The fireman, 
though terribly scalded, was still conscious. 
He lingered until two o’cock yesterday morn- 
ing, when he died, 

The dead engine driver, Patrick O'Riordan, 
of Tralee, was fifty years of age. He leaves 
a widow and five children Daniel Crowley, 
the fireman, was aged 356, and lived at Lower 
road, Cork He was the sole support of his 
mother and of his widowed sister and five 
children. 

John Galvin was the guard who made ano 
brave an effort to save his two ill-fated 
colleagues. 


WEXFORD .OUTRAGE. 
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TRAIN DERAILED AND 
BURNED.

The train which leaves Hercourt street 
Dublin, at 6.5 p.m., and is due to arrive at 
Wexiord at 10 p.m., was “held up by armed 
men on Thursday night, in the vicinity of 
Scarawalsh, about four miles from Ennis- 
corthy. 

The passengers were ordered out, and the 
carriages, after being sprinkled with petrol, 
was sel on fire. 

The train was despatched from Ferns at 
the scheduled time, and as it takes only 
eleven minutes to reach Enniscorthy the 
officials there became anxious when it did not 
come. glare in the sky told of the 
burning carriages. 

Passengers who had been ordered off the 
train arrived in Enniscorthy two hours after 
the “hold up, in a panic-stricken state. 
They stated thai when the train 
was in the vicinity of Scarawalsh 
Bridge shots were fired at it. Thinking 
that the train had run int

o an ambush, all 
the passengers threw themeelves on the floor. 
They were not long im this position when 
the train stopped with a jerk, as if the brakes 
were suddenly applied, or as if it had jumped 
the rails. The doors of all the compartmerés 
were opened by men carrying mfies and re 
volvers. They ordered ail the passengers to 
hold up their hands and clear out of the 
carriages, telling them at the same time to 
bring their luggage with them. There were 
many women among the passengers, several 
of whom fainted when they heard the shots, 
while others became hysterical. 

The raiders, however, told them not to be 
frightened, that they were not going to hurt 
them. 

The passengers were made to alight at both 
sides of the train. Then all of the male pas 
sengers were searched. Among them were 
ten unarmed soldiers, who were stripped oí 
their uniforms, with the exception of one 
gaidier, who escaped in the darkness. av- 
ing searched all the men. the raiders ordered 
them to clear away as quickly as they could. 
Those on the left hand side of the train were 
directed to a road which would bring them 
into Enniscorthy, by a man who, leading the 
way with a lamp, brought them through 
fields to the road, a distance of about a 
' quarter of a mile. 

The passengers who had alighted on the 
right hand side of the train were directed 
down a lane, and put into a farmhouse. 
where they were told to remain for some time, 
and not to follow the raiders. About thirty 
men took part in the raid. They sprinkled 
all the carriages. with petrol. Thev fired the first 
compartment, and left, apparently under the 
impression that the fire would spread. There 
was no wind blowing, however, and the fire 
confined itself to the front carriages. ‘Three 
of these were burned and the engine scorched, 
but not too badly damaged. 


WORK OF SALVAGE. 

As soon as the military at Enniscorthy 
learned of this outrage they went to the acene 
and helped the railway officials to save a great 
portion of the train, including the mail van. 
An examination of the railway track showed 
that one of the rails had been lifted. the 
engine going off the track, with two of the 
front carriages. 

The driver of the engine stated that a red 
lamp had been shown, which caused him to 
pull up the train, When he brought it to 
a stop he was asked by the armed men why 
he did not pull up sooner. He explained that 
he had not seen the red light until he was 
within a few yards of it, and as he was 
travelling rapidly he was unable to pull up 
sooner. 5 

It was very fortunate that the driver was 
able to bring the train to a stop, for 1f he 
had gone another few yards the train, with 
all its passengers, would have gone down the 
embankment. 

The driver, fireman, ticket checker. and 
guard remained near their train until the 
raiders departed.

The Lansanne Conference was opened on 
November 20, and the public are asking with 
some impatience when it is to be closed. At 
the present rate of progress there does not 
seem to be any reason why if, should not con- 
tinue to sit indefinitely, and the world cannot 
await indefinitely the termination of 
labours. Its business is to make peace, and 
the longer peace is deferred the harder it 
usually is to make. Until it is made there is 
always a prospect. of incidents and of com- 
plications which may prevent it from being 
made at all, and the present state of the 
Near East and of Kurope renders incidents 
and complications not unlikely to occur. 

For this country the general situation leaves 
it particulariy undesirable that the Minister 
her my responsible for the conduct of our 
oreign affairs should be detained week after 
week on the borders of Lake Leman. His 
presence in London is urgently required, in 
order that he may play his due part in de- 
termining the broad ad of our foreign policy 
in this time of acute crisis. Lord Curzon has 
added greatly to his reputation by the tactful 
firmness with which he has met the stubborn 
elusiveness of the Turkish delegation. But he 
cannot direct the foreign policy of the Empire 
from Switzerland much longer. His piace is 
at home, and he must insist upon a clear 
decision at Lausanne beiore he comes home. 
The real question to be decided is—Do the 
Turks want peace, or do they not? It should 
be brought to an issue without more delay.

OFFICE SAVINGS BANK. 

The Pestmaster-General (Mr. J. J. Walsh) 
told a representative of the Irish Times yes- 
terday that, since the Irish Post Office Sav- 
ings Bank opened on January 3rd, deposits 
had numbered, on an average, nine hundred 

er day. In the first twelve days £100,000 
Éad been deposited. 

That, he said, was a good beginning, and 
he hoped to remove the limit which, under 
the British system, did not permit any de- 
positor to have to his credit more than £200. 

Those who had money on deposit in the 
British Post Office Savings Bank could have 
it transferred to the Irish Post Office Savings 
Bank, but they could not make any further 
deposits in the British Post Office Savings 
Bank. 

He estimated that there was nearly twelve 
millions of Irish money in the British Post 
Office Savings Bank. lt was invested nm 
British securities, and these securites had de- 
preciated to the extent of 20 per cent. If 
the Irish Government took over responsibility 
for these twelve millions, they would do so 
with the loss of that 20 per cent.

SENATE APPOINTMENTS. 


SHARP DEBATE AND SMALL 
MAJORITY. : 


‘The report of the Senate Committee, with 
reference to the powers, duties, remuneration 
and terme of office of the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman; payment of members, spermine 
oi senior junior officers on the staff of 
the Senate, was next considered. The sub- 
xtance of interim report, and the memor- 
audum by the Minister of Finance, were 1D- 
cluded in yesterday's goport of the proceedings 
of the House. 

The President moved—“That the Dail 
agrees to provide for the remuneration of the 
Cheimene and Vice-Chairman, and for the 
payment of the eemenen elgg wy m5 8 
accordance with paragraph (a) of the firs 
Report of the Seleed of 9th January, 1923, 
and to make provision for the travelling 
facilities, paragraph (b) of the same report; 
that the Úail approves oí the creation oí the 
officés mentioned, paragraph (a) of the 
Seanad Committee s report; and agtees to 
make provision for the same, and concurs in 
the appointments proposed; that the Seanad 
be nested to anthorise the Chairman, and 
any other member, or members, that the 
Seanad may nominate, to discuss, with the 
Chairman and the President of the Dail, the 
matter of future appointments to the staffs 
of both Houses. That, in the meantime, con- 
sideration of the memorandum of the 
Minister of Finance, and of the residue of the 
réporta of the Seanad Committee, be deferred."’ 

‘he President said thet the Minister of 
Finance accepted the proposed appointments 
of clerk, assistant clerk, and asecond osmatant 
clerk. The proposed remuneration was sug- 
seated after consultation with the Minister of 
Tinance, and with his concurrence. Out of 
the three appointments, the clerk and assistant 
clerk were taken from servants of the Saorstat. 

The position now was that he was recot-

STRONG CRITICISM.

FISHING INDUSTRY. 
DEVELOPMENT OF HOME 
MARKETS, 


Mr. Finian Lynch, Minister of Fisheries, in 
a statement to representatives of the Press 
yesterday, said that our national sea fisheries 
were at the moment in a state of stagnation, 
and that in no year since 1900 had there been 
9 emailer quantity of fish landed than in 1921. 
The returns for were not yet completed. 

The value of the fish landed in 1921 was, he 
said, about 10 per cent. above the average 
mean value for the twenty preceding years. 
Tho value of the fish had fallen dispropor- 
tionately to the cost of production; and that 
fact, combined with the decyease in tho quan- 
tity landed, had reduced oúr fishing popula- 
tion to @ most unfortunate position, in the 
economic sense. 

In other countries fishing had been backed 
with capital and co-operation, but in Ireland 
there was neither a backing of capital nor 
any form of co-operation. Insh fishermen 
lacked the benefits of a business education. 

‘In short,” said the Minister, “the posi- 
tion is—we have the men, we have the boats, 
and ye have the piers and harbours; but until 
the work of going to sea and catching fish 
made worth while by the opening up of 
markets for the fish, there can be nu induce- 
ment for ithe fishermen to resume work and be 
restored to solvency. 

Dealing with the steps that he intends to 
take in order to assist the industry, Mr. 
Lynch said that efforts would be made to 
recover the trade in cured mackerel in 
America—a trade which formerly was to a 
large extent in Irish hands. It was also pro- 
posed to make a big effort to rehabilitate the 
trade with Central Europe in cured herrings. 

“ Having said so math about our principal 
export business, it is important to bear in 
mind that a great field for the development 
of fish marketing lies, so to speak, at onr ow: 
doors. | may not be generally known that 
the quantity of fish consumed in Ireland is 
about 75 per cent. of the total quan 
tity landed here, and is. about one- 
and-a-half times as much as the quan 
tity exported from Ireland. Even with 
this, the consumption per annum for ecac! 
man, woman and child of the population in 
1920 was calculated at about 1áibs. 

““[n Canada, a country of huge area, and. 
the towns of which are, in many cases, far 
removed from the seaboard, the consumption 
per head is reckoned at about 22ibs., and i: 
regarded by the Fishery Department there ne 
unaatisia€tory, and capable of great inprove- 
ment. Thero can be no question that th: 
people of our Irish inland towns are not only 
willing, but anxious, to include fresh fish in 
their dietary if they can secure if, At th 
moment many of our large establishments, in 
eluding colleges and hotels, are obtaining then 
fish supplies from England, and, stranger still, 
one of the leading fishmongers in Dublin 
draws almost his ontire gtock from croas- 
Channe! ports. 

“Tt is, therefore, intended to pursue a 
vigoroua camp ai n towards tho opening un 
of markets for fish throughout the Irish towns. 
Chis will be difficult work, ag it. will involv. 
the settlement. of definite transit arrang 
melts, 60 #8 to ensure a regular supply of 
fresh fish to the rarious paints ; and h 
also entail publicity and practical demonstra 
tron as to the best methods ol cooking fish.

SHOCKING MURDER. 
FARMER SHOT BY THREE 
ARMED MEN, 


Early on Wednesday morning, says our 
Trim Correspondent, Patrick Conlon, age 
59, farmer, of Clonmellon, on the borders 
of Meath and Westmeath, was murdered at 
his residence by three masked and armed 
men. ‘Ihe motive for the crime is anknown. 
S» far as can be ascertained, Conlon was a 
quiet, inoffensive man, and wa. not identii.d 
with either political or agrarian troubles. 

The murder is vigorously condemned in the 
district. 

At the inquest, which was held on Thurs- 
day at Clonmellon, a verdict of wilful murder 
by some person or r«rsons ur':nown was 
returned. 

Mr. Conlon’s widow atated that her hus- 
hand came down to the kitchen at abcut 
eight o'clock on Wednesday morning, and 
had just sat down when three men, 
wearing white coats and having black rage 
over their faces, walked in. One of them 
said: ‘This is the old buck we want.” Her 
hmsband said nothing, but reached out for a 
pot-hanger, soparently intending to strike 
them ‘hree shots rang out, and her hus- 
band fell forward, saying: “I am : 
The three men then went away. 

Some time ago she had not been living with 
her husband for two months, and was only 
back with him two months from that date. 
He had been good to her since she came back; 
but he was addicted to drink. fhe had a 
son 21 years of age, who had been residing 
with her sister for the past two days. er 
next boy was 16 years of age, and the 
youngest wars nine, . Whilst away she lived 
with her brother. 

After the shooting she sent for a neighbour 
named John Farrel], and for t'« parish priest. 
Vhen the priest arrived her husband’s life 
was found to be extinct. 

John Farrell deposed that he lived about 
100 perches from Conlon’s hen He heard 
his dog barking at about 6 o’clock on Wed 
nesday morning, but he heard no shots, nor 
did he see anvone. He was acuainted with 
Patrick Conlon all his life, and knew him 
always to be a decent, honest, sober, hard 
working man. To his knowled~. Conlon was 
never implicated in any dispute with his 
neighbours, and was never conrected with 
land tronbles. 

In reply to Insnector Murnhe of the Civic 
Guard, the witness said that he could not 
surest any reason or idea as to why Conlon 
was murdered. . 

Conlon’sa daughter stated that when her 
father came down to the kitchen, he asked 
her to hand him his socks Just then three 
men walked in, and said which 
she did not. catch, and shot him. 

Dr. O'Connor and Dr. Branngan 
that they made a post-mertem examinatiqn o 
Conlon. There was an entrance bullet 
wound over the right breast, over 
groin, and a third over the right eye. Death 
was due to shock and internal hemorrhage.

Mr. H. Phillips, General Manager of the 


The Canals 


‘Grand Canal Compan®, was further examined 


on the working of the Grand Canal system. 


ACTING CHAIRMAN’S EVIDENCE. 


After lunch, Mr. John McCann, Acting 
Chairman of the Grand Canal Company, was 
examined. It became plain to him, he said, 
from the tone of the inquiry that the Grand 
Canal was considered inefficient and out of 
date. In 1890 his father came to the conelu- 
sion that the canal required development, and 
with that object in view he devoted a great 
part of his time to its affairs, with very good 
resnite. In a few years the canal became a 
sound, paying commercia] proposition, and in 
comparison with similar undertakings was 
highly successful. Owing to increase in wages 
his company had to contend with great difli- 
culties." They were handicapped, too, because 
the railway. companies could carry more 
traffic with less men than they could. The 
general public appeared to consider that the 
maintenance of the canal was an easy matter, 
but the difficulties of the canal company were 
not understood. He suggested that if the 
Government really wanted to help the country 
they could do so by allocating a sum of money 
for the improvement of navigation. He also 
suggested that two engireers, acting for the 
Government, should go over their system ag! 
consider the matter with the companys 
engineer. 

A GOVERNMENT GRANT, 

Asked by Mr. Davin if the Government gave 
a grant to the company for the improvement 
of the canal, would he be prepared to give it 
some contro] or representation in the manage- 
ment, Mr. McCann said that the question was 
too vague and problematical. He would like 
to know first 2 wr the sum would be and to 
see what the proposal was. 

Mr. Davin—Would it be in accordance with 
the amount of money invested’? I should 
think it would. Personally, I am altogether 
against State control. 

You have not had an opportunity of know- 
ing what would be the effect of Government 
control in this country? Not in this country. 

How is it that when you have taken so 
much money out of the pockets of the 
trading community of this country that you 
have not put. money in some kind of Irish 
industry from your reserve fund’ That is a 
very general question. If you speak of Irish 
industries I could give you.a very sad ez- 
perience of my father, 

Mr. Davin said that he was looking to the 
future. If a big company like the Grand 
Cana! benefited so much from the general de- 
velopment of the coungry could the company 


not see its way to inyget its surplus funds in 
industries that ouldle apringing up on 
the banks of the canal,"and in that way they 
would be getting money in a double way from 
revenue and the industries ? 

The witness said that he did not know how 
they could do that. teserve funds were in- 
vested in some sort of trustee stocks. In 
an industrial concern people acting as trus- 
tees could not put the surplus funds in these 
things as suggested, much as they might like 
it: he did not think that it was possible. 

The Commission adjourned until 11 o'clock 
on Monday.

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MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS 3,000 YEARS 
0LD, 


The recent discoveries in the tomb of King 
Tutankhamen, at Luxor, that treasure house 
of marvels, removes the veil end brings to 
our knowledge the wonders of vanished 
civilisation. It is of interest to note that, 
amongst the discoveries of alabaster vases, 
perfect in design and of most exquisite work.

of rattle variety; it consisted of a number of 
metal rods, of various lengths and thickness, 
thus producing various notes. To hear the 
tinkle of metal tongues, silent for 3,000 years, 
must have been a thrilling moment for those 
privileged to be present. Especially used hy 
the Egyptians with the worship of Isis,’ it 
indicates that thirty centuries ago musical in- 
struments occupied an important part in their 
worship. 
The modern organ is not an invention; !t 
is an evolution from the first single reed pipe 
or whistle sounded by the breath of man. 
From this early discovery came he “ Pipes 
of Pan,” formed of a number of hollow ae 
of different lengths. When blown across the 
ends, a series of musical sounds became the 
first mouth organ and the germ from which 
the modern organ has grown, through a thou- 
sand progressive stages, to its present lofty 
position as the king of instruments, and one 
of the greatest achievements of human in- 
genuity and skill. 
It is particularly ‘ gratifying observe 
that, notwithstanding varying vicissitudes in 
this country, the art of organ buildng has de- 
veloped to such an extent that recently an 
Irish firm built an instrument for Melbourne, 
Australia. This instrument was designed 
and constructed by Messrs. T. W. Magahy 
and Son, Cork. “Somewhat similar to the fine 
instrument they built for St. Peter’s Church. 
Phibsborough, Dublin, it won universal 
praise from the Press and musica’ critics in 
the land beyond the Southern cross. 


TUNING AND MAINTENANCE OF 
ORGANS, 
To everyone responsible for the conduct of 
public worship, the care and mai.tenance of 
the organ is a subject of vital and lasting 
concern. 
The voices of an organ are jike the pig- 
ments on the painter's pallet, which, by 
their skilful mixtures, produce an endless 
variety of tone colours.
